fied into the importance of great national issues. 
The good citizens of Northampton—there were 
fewer bad citizens in those days—had divided 
themselves into parties and factions. The local 
weekly papers had been engaged in the impor- 
tant work of giving direction to public senti- 
ment. The people had been thoroughly worked 


up to the duty of the hour, and passed a final 


Sabbath in meditation and prayer just 
prior to the election, which occurred on Mon- 
day. The preceding Saturday, 6 bright 
printer boy, about 16 years of age, 
who desired*to have his father elected to 
the School-Board, went to his case, and set up 


a complete ticket of his own, selecting, with ad- 


mirable judgment and perfect impartiality, the 
very best men the Town of Northampton oun- 
tained, without reference to any of the tickets 
alfeady in the field.
